Analysis of the table of federal in- 


come tax returns showing the num- 
ber of returns filed in the various 
classes in 1914, 1915, and 1916, gives 
some interesting results. From 1914 
to 1915 the number reported of in- 
comes ranging from $3,000 to $15,- 
000 decreased from 310,968 to 2S2,~ 
49S, while from 1915 to 1916 the 
number of such incomes increased to 
353,011. On the other hand, the 
number reported of incomes .ranging 
from 515,000 to 51,000,000 and over 
increased from 46,652 In 1914 to 54.- 
154 in 1915 and 76,370 in 1916. In 
other words, the number ot incomes 
exceeding $15.000 has increased regu- 
larly since the beginning of the war.
